Hastings and St. Leonard's. 


The town of Hastings, which has been 
selected by the Empress Eugenie as her 
place of refuze, is situated on the south 
coast of England at a distance of seventy- 
six pnd a half miles from London, with 
which city it communicates both by the 
London. Brighton, and South-coast, and Sy 
the Southeastern rajlways. It is much re- 
sorted to by invalids in the colder months 
of the year, because of the com parstive 
mildness of the temperature. The older 
part of the town is on the beach, and shel- 
tered by the cliffs from the north winds.

Phe town is nots place ef great basiness 
activity, but it is lively, and since the rail- 
road communication with London and 
slong the coast it has increased rapidly tn 
im . and possesses many handsome 
streets and good stores. 

Hastings, though an ancient Cinque port, 
has long eeased to be of any commercial 
im portance, as ite barbor has been choked 
by the shingle drift from the strong set of 
the channel current. The acent town- 
ship of St. Leonard's. once a litle sean. 
but now a place of resort more fashionabie 
than Hastings itself, is joined to Hastings 
by an esplanade and fine row of mansions. 
St. Leonard’s iteelf has a fine terrace facing 
the sea.

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The Akerman Election Bill. 


Colonel Akerman emphasized the neces- 
sity of a fair election in the fall. His bill, 
printed by us a day or two back, is the 
most partizan measure yet introduced into 
the Legislature, and is the bitterest com- 
mentary upon his views of fair elections 
that could well be written. 

In the first place the postponement of 
the election from November to December 
is without a sound public reason, and is 
simply to give the Radicals more time to 
organize, and to allow achanee to work 
with Congress, which meets early in De - 
ecmber, to juggle for the State’s injury. 

The bill saddles us with a cumbrous set of 
Radical machinery for controlling the elec- 
tions in Radical interest. It gives the Gov- 
ernor the appointment of the managers in 
each county, with the consent of the Senate, 
in his control. The result is to put the 
whole matter in his hatids. He dare-ndt 
even trust his magistrates already appoint- 
ed, while the people are to be defrauded of 
having any impartial managers. The Gov- 
ernor can select his tools, and will select 
men in his interest. He learned in the last 
election the capacities of a good many. 

Having appointed his partisan creatures, 
they are endowed by this outrageous bill 
with the most extraordinary and despotic 
powers—powers unconstitutional, arbitra- 
ry, unreasonable and alike inconsistent 
with law and liberty. They can arrest 
and confine anybody they please without 
warrant. Should any person observe them 
do the most flagrant dereliction, or call 
attention toany infamies in the election, 
they can hustle him to jail without a word, 
and stop any insonvenient notice of their 
wrong doing. F
